Riverside Park. 


One of the signs oC tiic times and the season 


is tho announcement of the Twilight club and the 
discussion of the.use of the tract of land near 
the city limits, now the property of tho people 


' o£ Janesvlllo nnd unofficially known as Riverside 


Park. 


.If there is any element lacking in successful 


municipal government n is that the citizens fall 
to appreciate) the f,act that they are the govern- 
ment. 'Instead of looking at the government as 
vsomething apart, a thing whlcli'can be separated 
from the public by a line of demarcation, it should 
be clearly fixed in the minds of the people that 
they are the whole government.- l-'ew persons 
say "we" when speaking of the city government; 
they almost invariably say "It" or "They." Just 
KO long as tho municipal government Is "It" or 
"Thcy,"^U8t so long -will the citizens llnd it hard- 
er to make the city they want. 'It has always been 
no; Is also so in the state and'national govern^ 
ment. 
Wo are • great <lenii(ndc'rs oC a-jtipn by 


councllmen -who give their time to our affairs 
•when about 60 per cent of tho citizens will not 
even take a halt hour to get to the polls and vote 
once or twice a year. 
There were 885,000 per- 


sons in the state who did not vote In 1022 and this 
spring, when an elcctloirMs not so Interesting, there 
will probably bo -far more stay at homes. Out- 
aide ot participation In the elections the majority 
of citizens have not concerned themselves deeply 
in municipal affairs except on tho negative aide 
in certain matters affecting them personally from 
tlm« to time. 


But Riverside Tark presents the necessity for a 


different attitude. "What Is needed Is a ntiskftfull 
of suggestions from citizens as to what should 
be done, about how much of our money should 
tit spent on. the park to make it what It should 
be—tho play and recreation place for the people. 
We took n score or more of picnics and other 
events away from* the city last summer. 
They 


went to Yost park or to Dclavan or somewhere 
because Riverside was not In a position to .care 
for them. V. K. Brown, head of the playgrounds 
for the South Parks ot Chicago, tho greatest park 
system in tho world, In looking over Riverside, 
said it was capable of being made Into a great 
and beautiful outing place. lie. called attention 
to the natural ampltheatcr or auditorium out of 
doors where there' could bo arranged plays and 
outdoor operas by musical organizations, band con-' 
certs and pageants. A public golf course and all 


; manner ot arrangements for participating games 


were also possible. 
He suggested a swimming 


pool—a hxrge one Inside the shores of the river, 
where clean water could bo used and this to be 
made by the boys of tho city themselves. 


It is hoped that the Twilight club will go Into 


'this matter deeply and that it will be tho means 
ot starting something in whlcl^ every citizen is a 
partner and a possible participant.

pending before Congress-which, have been over 
shadowed by tho sensational Investigations that 
have monopolized the news from the national cap- 
ita). A subcommittee of the house committee on 
the judiciary has the subject under considera- 
tion and if congress acts favorably on tho pro- 
posal now before It the next step will be action 
by tl;e states on a constitutional amendment un- 
der which the laws on marriage and divorce, on 
the question of the legitimacy, of children, and 
on the care and custody of children Uftectcil by 
tho annulment of marriages or by divorces, may 
be made uniform throughout the United States. 


W'ith respect to marriage it Is proposed that 


no ceremony may be performed without a license, 
application for which must be made two weeks 
In advance, published in a'newspaper and posted 
in the county clerk's office, and the marriage of 
imbeciles, the insane, the tubercular, the epilep- 
tic, and those, related within immediate families, 
would be prohibited. 


As to divorce, decrees Would bo obtainable only 


on the wounds ot adultery, cruel or' inhimian 
treatment, abandonment or failure- to provide for 
a period of a year, Incurable insanity, or the con- 
viction of cither party or the crime ot murder. 
Defendants In divorce actions would lie required 
to appear In court, or_falllng to do so, represen- 
tatives would be designated by an officer ot the 
court to appear for them. 


An amendment for uniform 
laws 
regulating 


marriage and divorce Is one oC the.measures that 
Is backed by the women's 
joint 
congressional 


committee, which is made up of seventeen na- 
tional organizations composed exclusively of wom- 
en, or In which women are largely represented. 
It is not part of the committee's program -for 
which an especial drive is being made at the pres- 
ent session, but six of the seventeen member or- 
ganizations have endorsed it formally. This means 
that the question will never be dropped, and thai 
sooner or later congress will act upon it.

Agitation of the divorce problem In a national 


way dates back almost 50 years. At that time 
there were not data by which the extent of the 
growth ot divorce in the country at large could 
be gauged, or by which the seriousness of the.alt" 
nation with respect to the differences in state laws 
could be impressed on the public-. 
In tho Sli's 


there was so much discussion ot the subject that 
the 40th congress Was stirred to action and a bill 
was passed authorizing u census of the married 
and divorced population of the country. 
The re- 


port covered a period of 20 years, from 1807 to 
1SSK. and showed a total/of 328,710 divorces. 


This report led to 
renewed 
dsicusslon 
from 


press, pulpit and public rostrum, but that was all 
that it did load to and the agitation gradually 
died down. Two decades later, In 1900, the bu- 
reau of the census published a special report on 
marriago and divorce covering tho 40-year period 
from ISiiT to-lOOIi. which showod a total of 1,274,- 
3-11 divorces, with 045,1)25 during the last 20- 
year period. 


Kaeh .3-year period tor the whole -10 years 


showed a marked increase ovor the 5 years Im- 
mediately preceding, averaging 
about 
30 per 


cent. 
During these periods tho, population was 


increasing only about 10 per cent. 


No federal census was again taken until 30 US 


and 1hen only for ono year, showing a total of 
112,031! divorces. 
In 10M there were, 148,554. 


The laws of tho several states governing di- 


vorce are-so different that the details could not 
be set forth in a newspaper article. It may be. said, 
however, that they range in character from the 
most rigid to those of the widest latitude. In 
ono state, indeed—South Carolina—there can be 
no divorce 
save 
by 
action 
of 
this 
legisla- 


ture, and in New York, us in the District of Col- 
umbia, adultery Is the only ground recognized by 
law for absolute divorce. 
In a few states the 


laws arc so liberal that divorces may be secured 
on grounds as slight as mere Incompatibility of 
temperament, or, as has been facetiously observ- 
ed, because one party to the jnnrlta] contract docs 
not like the color of tho other's hair.

Government statistics so far collated indicate 


that the-third, fourth and frfth years ot marriage 
are the ones In which it is most difficult to keep 
the homo tires burning, for the largest propor- 
tion of divorces are granted In those years, be- 
ing about eight per cent of the wholo tor each 
of those years. About five per cent were granted 
in the first year, and seven per cent In uach ot the 
second and sixth years. Half ot the total num- 
ber of- divorces were granted before the close 
ot the ninth year of marriage. 


Geographically, the larger percentage ot di- 


vorces granted obtains In thn west, being almost 
four times that 'of the Atlantic seaboard states. 
The central section shows' a rate about 2 2-3 that 
of the east. 


There are more divorces, in proportion to the 


population. In the United States than in Europe, 
or were at the time of the last official comparison. 
The number of divorce courts in this country may 
account In a largo measure, for this difference, 
nearly every county court, except In Now Mexico, 
New Jersey and South Carolina, or about 3,000 
.courts, having the power to grant divorces. 
In 


England there Is but one divorce court; In Ger- 
many thcro are, or were, 28 and in France, 79. 
Canada has comparatively few divorces. 
In .one 


21-year period there were but 94 divorces in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, nnd 41 In all the rest 
o£ tho dominion. 


The divorce laws of the ancients are Interesting 


In the light of the present day problem and of 
many things that happen in. the 20th century. For 
instance, the early laws of Koine permitted the 
husband to divorce his wife for poisoning his 
children, counterfeiting his keys for adultery. 
There was nothing said about, a wife's picking her 
husband's pockets, but probably that was because 
tho men of those days did not wear pants. 


Again', by -the Theod'oslan code the husband 


could divorce his wife it she was a. witch, com- 
mitted sa<:ri:e::o. ..violated a sepulchre, was given 
to feasting with strangers without tho knowledge 
of or against the wishes of the husband,- lodged 
abroad without good reason, frequented theaters 
and sjiows ,when the husband had commanded 
her not to do so, dealt falsely, or "offered blows." 


One of the strongest pieces of propaganda for 


uniformity of marriage and divorce laws Is to bo 
found In a motion picture 
recently 
exhibited 


throughout tho country. It portrayed the. troubles 
of a man who had been twice divorced and twice 
remarried, but who was still married to his first, 
wife in one state. 16 his second In another, and 
to his third in others.
